Week was so widely observed last 
year, appeals are being received by 
borough officials to cooperate with the 
State-wide 
movement 
to 
observe 
Clean-Up Week this year during the 
week beginning April 14. 
These ap­ 
peals are being sent to the officials 
of every city, borough, community and 
hamlet, in the State by the officials 
of the State departm ent of health, 
forest and waters and state police, to 
prepare for the most intensive clean­ 
up period that Pennsylvania has ever 
witnessed. 
These appeals declare th at the clean­ 
up this year will not be confined to the 
settled portions of the State. 
In the 
more remote vicinities, forest wardens, 
stat** police and health officers will di­ 
rect the crusade to eliminate dirt, fire 
hazards and conditions that menace 
tile public health. 
Especial attention 
will he devoted to breeding spots for 
flies. 
The avowed aims of the State­ 
wide drive are announced as health 
protection, fire protection and forest 
protection. 
In setting tile third week in April 
as the clean-up period, the* State offi­ 
cials explain that they have selected 
th at seven-day period because it falls 
in a week th at housewives through­ 
out the State usually devote to their I 
spring housecleaning. 
April I, too, has generally been re­ 
garded as moving day throughout the 
State. 
A later date is not advisable, 
it is explained, because the intent of 
the drive im to eliminate the fly breed­ 
ing spots before the first spring flit's 
dojM>.sit their eggs. 
A program providing for a certain 
type of clean-up work on each day 
of the week has been formulated by 
State officials in charge of the drive. 
Thus, Monday is proclaimed as “street 
and alley d ay /’ with the work of the 
day set forth as cleaning 
streets, 
sidewalks, gutters, ditches and sew­ 
ers. 
Tuesday is forestry day. Dead 
growths, underbrush and lawms are 
to be cleaned up th at day, while it is 
proposed 
to 
have 
fences repaired, 
whitewashing done and 
tree 
boxes 
straightened. 
Wednesday is fly and mosquito day. 
Cesspools, stables, pig pens, chicken 
coops, stagnant pools and garbage cans 
are to receive the attention of the 
citizen clean-up army on 
th at 
day. 
Thursday is junk day, providing 
for 
the removal of rubbish, junk 
and 
waste*. 
Cellars and attics are to be 
visited on that day. 
Friday is truck day and it is recom­ 
mended that trucks be employed then 
to haul away the refuse of the four 
days’ clean-up work.
